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Ayala: Foreign 


‘money may be 


against canal

Adding a new twist to the debate over the 
Peripheral Canal, state Sen. Ruben Ayala recently 
wondered aloud if ‘‘crafty foreign investors” who 
enjoy tax breaks in the Sacramento-San Joaquin 
Delta are involved in the campaign to defeat 
Proposition 9. , 

That measure would authorize construction of 
canal around the delta to bring water to Southern 
and Central California as part of the SB 200 
package, which was authored by Ayala. 

While conceding that he has no firm evidence of 
foreign contributions and ‘‘only talking about the 
potential,” Ayala pointed out that foreign subsidi- 
aries in some nations, such as Liechtenstein and 
certain Caribbean countries, get tax breaks under 
U.S. treaties. 

A report by the state Water Resources Depart- 
ment says, ‘‘Many of these treaties reduce or ie 
out the 30 percent investment income tax. 
addition, the produce of their farms, if directly 
exported, may escape local taxes.” 

For example, the Netherlands Antilles is a group 
of islands in the Caribbean that has a tax treaty 
with the United States. Foreign delta land buyers 
incorporated in the Antilles are exempt from 


- income, estate and inheritance taxes in the Uni 


States, the report says. 
Foreign companies bought 29,426 acres in the 
delta for about $48 million between June 6, 1976, and 
Dec. 31, 1979. The report says foreign investment in 
U.S. land increased during this period when the 
dollar’s position in world money markets weakened. 


The report concludes, “The wave of foreign 
investment in the delta stopped as abruptly as it 
began — the principal factor being intensified 
awareness of the submergence hazard,’’ referring to 
chronic flooding caused by breaks in delta levees. 

‘All the motivating factors ... are contrary to the 
acceptance of risk which could virtually wipe out the 
value of a carefully planned, intricate, possibly 
statute-contravening, international maneuver. 

“The buying has stopped, but the ownership 
remains as a strong influence in the decisions as to 
the future of the delta which lie ahead,” according 
to the report. 

Ayala said the foreign investors may see an 
alternative to the Peripheral Canal, known as the 
“through delta’ plan, as a way to safeguard their 
investment without cost. The through delta plan 
calls for widening and deepening existing channels 
in the delta — a proposal canal opponents say would 
be cheaper and more quickly built than the Peri- 
pheral Canal. 

“That alternative would call for shoring up the 
levees at the expense of our taxpayers. Foreign 
investors must be laughing all the way to the bank,” 
Ayala said. 

Without the through delta plan, property owners 
in the delta would have to form assessment districts, 
and foreign investors would foot part of the bill for 
strengthening the levees, he added. 

“It is my opinion that foreign interests may be, 
in reality, extremely influential in determining

Jim Piscioneri of Upland and 
Greg Hostetler of ds had 
a special celebration on St. 
Patrick’s Day, but they weren’t 
saluting the Irish. They were 
saluting each other. 

And all at Phil’s English Pub 
in Redlands were saluting them 
both last Wednesday night. 

Piscioneri and Hostetler, fire- 
fighter-paramedics with the 
Redlands Fire Department, 
were each presented the Fire- 
fighter of the Year award from 
their department and the Medal 
of Valor from the Redlands 
Jaycees for saving the life of 
Officer James Rieck on Dec. 7. 

Rieck was the victim of a 
particularly brutal shooting 
that morning. A man accused of 
stealing gasoline fled on foot 
into an apartment complex on 
Marshall Street, Rieck said, 
and he followed him inside.

arrest — when the suspect 
pulled a handgun out of his 
right pocket and pulled the 
trigger. 

“We were right next to each 
other; it was a couple of inches 
or so,” Rieck said. ‘‘Initially, I 
thought it (the bullet) had just 
bounced off my cheek bone.’ 

But he began to bleed severe- 
ly; his one worry was that he 
might bleed to death. “I was 
conscious throughout the whole 
thing,’’ he said, thinking that he 
had to get help immediately or 
face death. He grabbed the 
radio on his belt and told dis- 
patch he had been shot. 

‘About 4 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, we got the alarm... they 
said we had an officer shot in 
the head. When we heard we 
had an officer, we really expe- 
dited things,’”’ Piscioneri re- 
called. 

It took them all of two min- 
utes to respond. ‘‘They got 
there so fast I couldn’t believe 
it,” Rieck said. “‘It sure was a 


The armed suspect was still 
in the vicinity, but no one knew 
where. And no one knew if he 
would fire again. Nevertheless, 
Hostetler and _  Piscioneri 
couldn’t waste time moving 
their patient to a safer place; 
they went to work immediately. 

(Police later found the sus- 
pect; Rieck had immediately 
returned the fire, and wounded 
the man three times. He was 
found collapsed on the stairs 
outside of the apartment com- 
plex..He has since been convict- 


‘ed of attempted murder, police 
said.) 


They prepared Rieck for a 
rush trip to Loma Linda Uni- 
versity Medical Center, where 
doctors found they could do 
little more than the paramed- 
ics. The bullet had passed 
through Rieck’s left cheek and 
lodged at the base of his skull, 
too near his spinal cord for 
surgery. 

The bullet in still in his neck 
today and causes considerable

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City to include 
unincorporated 
areas studied

A proposal to incorporate four Riverside county 
communities into a large city east of Chino, south of 
Ontario is under way. 

Bruce Thompson, president of the Jurupa Cham- 
ber of Commerce and a member of the Jurupa 
Incorporation Study Committee, said the area would 
be roughly the same size as Rancho Cucamonga 
with current population of 45,000. 

It would include the communities of Pedley, 
Rubidoux, Mira Loma and Glen Avon under the 
umbrella of the Jurupa area in western Riverside 
County. 

Thompson says a pre-feasibility survey, for 
which the committee paid $5,000, indicates that 
incorporation is not only feasible but desirable. 

Plans call for placing the issue on the Riverside 
County ballot in November 1983. 

The area, estimated at more than 60 square 
miles, runs from Hamner Avenue on the west to the 
Riverside city limits on the east, and from the San 
Bernardino County line on the north to the Santa 
Ana River on the south. 

It is larger in territory than the city of Riverside, 
and if incorporated, it would have the second largest 
population in that county. 

‘“‘We will have room for everything,’ Thompson 
declared. ‘‘We’ll have a 5,000-acre industrial area, 
we can preserve another 5,000 acres for our dairy 
industry, and we would still have more than 30,000 
acres for rural living.”’ 

The chamber president said talk about incorpora- 
tion began over dissatisfaction with the county, 
which has allowed high density development in the 
area. 

“Last year we submitted a master plan of our 
own. We had worked thousands of hours on it but the 
county seemed to ignore it,’’ he asserted. “So we 
said, wait a minute, you’re taking control out of our 
hands. We want to have something to say about our 
destiny.” 

And so a 20-member steering committee was 
orn. 

Thompson said the only open opposition to 
incorporation has come from the area’s concrete 
and pipe industry which apparently has done well 
with the county so far. It wants no changes. 

But some pressure also has come from the city of 
Norco, which would like to annex the dairy preserve 
and keep it the way it is.” 

City Manager Larry Cook said he has been 
approached by dairymen who want to be protected 
but so far nothing has been done. 

“Obviously, if the dairy industry wants to keep 
its zoning intact, we, an existing city, are a lot 
better equipped to do it than a newly formed city,” 
he declared. ‘“‘But we can’t initiate it. The dairymen 
have to do it.” 

Some concern also is being expressed by those 
who feel the incorporation committee is trying to tie 
up too much territory. 

“It’s too much land,” Frank Kuma, a committee 
member said. ‘‘There may not be enough people 
here to make it go, and it may be hard to police that 
large an area. But we’ll try it anyway. We must 
have local control.” 

The territory roughly encompasses the Jurupa 
School District with its eight elementary and three 
intermediate schools and one high school. 


Thompson said the area has about 19,000 regis- 
tered voters. That means the incorporation commit- 
tee will have to submit at least 5,000 signatures to 
the Local Agency Formation Commission to qualify 
for the ballot.

Tracey was removed from his ad 
ministrative post along with five other 
administrators as part of an effort to 
balance district finances next year. 

School supporters said Monday they 
were dissatisfied with the board’s deci- 
sion and warned that any changes in 
Mountain High’s philosophy would be 
met with an even louder protest. 

But before most of the comments 
could be heard, fire officials, apparent- 
ly tipped off by a member of the 
audience, warned that continuing the 
meeting would violate the law.

As an independent Agency, 
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Population issue

Population projections and land use densities 
heated up the Rancho Cucamonga City Council race 
last week. 

Incumbent Mike Palombo charged that popula- 
tion projections contained in a position paper issued 
by planning commissioner and council candidate 
Dick Dahl are much higher than projections con- 
tained in the city’s general plan. 

He accused Dahl of distorting growth projections 
and using them to attack the city’s leadership. 

Population densities are recognized by most 
candidates and residents as the critical issue in this 
year’s campaign. 

Dahl, who says he opposes development patterns 
that increase residential density, said in his position 
paper that pending residential projects will lead to a 
population of 250,000 in five years and 350,000 when 
the city is “built out” approximately 10 to 15 years 
from now. 

(He later said the 350,000 figure was a typograph- 
ical error and estimated the build-out population at 
300,000. ) 

“I oppose the direction the city is taking,” Dahl 
said in his position paper. ‘High density is being 
encouraged to the point that no new single family 
units are under consideration at this time. 

“The result is that 90 percent of all new 
development in our city over the next five years will 
be high density.” 

Palombo and council candidate Jeff Sceranka 
(who also sits on the Planning Commission) ques- 
tioned Dahl’s figures. 

‘It was never that high,’’ Palombo said of Dahl’s 
population: projection. “That’s an out-and-out mis- 
presi I have no idea where that figure came 

rom.” . 

Palombo said he interprets the general plan to 
mean.a buildout of 125,000 residents. 

Sceranka also questioned the population figure 
used by Dahl. 

“The general plan ceiling is about 140,000 to 
150,000 and if reality not all the projects will come 
in at the maximum density.”’ 

Sceranka also questioned Dahl’s use of a 90 
percent figure in reference to the number of 
projected high density projects. 

“About 50 percent of the projects we’ve approved 
are single family projects,” he said. 

According to figures in the city’s final and 
tentative tract status report 3,389 single family units 
— generally in the very low to low-medium density 
range of up to eight units to an acre, have received 
approval since March 1979. 

During that ‘same period 4,896 condominiums, 
townhouses and duplexes have received approval. 
Three-hundred and thirty apartments have received 
approval since 1979, according to the January 1982 


report. 

Dahl, who responded to Palombo’s criticism with 
a written statement, said the general plan land uses 
call for a population of approximately 185,000. 

“However,” the statement read, “the way things 
have been proceeding, the current figure of 185,000 
population will wind” up being a gross under- 
estimate.” 

Dahl said he would like a limit of 185,000 on 
population. 

- don’t want to.see any more than that,” he 
said. 

Population projections released by the Southern 
California Association: of Governments (SCAG) in 
September predict the city’s population will reach 
138,700 in 1995 and 142,200 in 2000. 

Figures released by the state Population Re- 
search Unit show the city had 56,700 residents in 
January 1981, up from 54,000 the previous year. 

The SCAG study shows that 45,000 residents will 
eventually settle in Rancho Cucamonga’s two 
planned communities — the major areas of growth. 

The city’s general plan calls for 38,368 housing 
units when Rancho Cucamonga is fully developed. It 
contains population projections between 144,983 and 
175,678 with a likely population of 150,738. 

Dahi, who presided over the Planning Commis- 
sion’s general plan hearings, explained that popula- 
tion-per-household figures being used in, the general 
plan.are.ine 21 00fVo- wyyer Th 
The city is using a figure of 2.55 persons per 
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household when it computes population figures, he 
said, and 3.1 units per household when it wants to 
get money from developers for parks. 

The national average, he said, is about 3.4 
persons per household. 

A population of 300,000 is possible, Dahl ex- 
plained, when those figures are applied to the 
number of units to be built in Rancho Cucamonga 
and its sphere of influence. 

Members of the city staff said that the only way 
population can_ be increased above the 175,678 
maximum would be to revise the general plan 
through public hearings. 


That isn’t likely, said one staff member, because — 


such an attempt would raise the wrath of city 
residents.

ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CiTY OF 

UPLAND AMENDING PART IV OF ARTICLE IX OF THE 

UPLAND MUNICIPAL CODE TO ADD THE DEFINITION OF 

A “SPECIAL EVENT’; AMENDING PART V OF ARTICLE IX 

TO CHANGE SECTION 9504.020, “ADVISORY AGENCIES”; 

AMENDING PART | OF ARTICLE IX TO ADOPT NEW 

CHAPTER 9104; “ADMINISTRATIVE COMMITTEE”; AND 

AMENDING PART V OF ARTICLE 1X TO ADOPT NEW 

CHAPTER 9503 
; oe City Council of the City of Upland does hereby ordain as 
otllows: 

SECTION 1: Subsection 9402.200 “’S’ words -and phrases of 
Chapter 9402 “DEFINITIONS - ZONING CODE” is amended to add, 
in alphabetic order to said Section, the definition of a “Special 
Event’, as foliows: 

Special event: Any temporary use of land outside the confines of 
@ permanent building for purposes of sales, advertising, or 
promotion of materials, goods and/or services. Such definition 
shall include, but not be limited to, occasional or seasonal sales, 
such as: ‘‘Parking Lot’ Sales, Swap Meets, ‘‘Flea Markets”, 
“Sidewalk Sales’’ when limited to the sales of goods or materials 
normally merchandised within the confines of the building(s) 
adjacent to such sales; lots for the sales of holiday ornaments 
and/or decorations such as pumpkins, Christmas trees, or the 
like; Carnivals, Circuses and/or other amusements which may 
include rides, games, booths, displays, or similar amusement 
devices; art shows, displays and/or exhibits; or such other 
temporary uses as may be deemed to be similar to other uses 
Subject to regulation as a ‘Special Event’. 

Advertising and/or promotional displays subject to these regula 
tions shall include, but not be limited to, temporary signs, flags, 
banners, pennants, statuary, talioons, spotlights, searchlights, or 
other devices located either on or off-site to the location of any 
such special event which is intended or designed to identify, 
advertise, or promote the sale of goods, materials or services or 
the location thereof. 

SECTION 2: Subsection 9504.020 of Part V, Article 1X of the 
Upland Municipal Code is hereby amended to read as foliows: 

Sec. 9504.020. Advisory agencies. 

The Planning Commission is hereby made the advisory agency 
of the Council, as such advisory agency is defined and established 
by the said Subdivision Map Act. 

SECTION 3: Existing Chapter 9104 of Part |, Article |X of the 
Upland Municipal Code is hereby deleted and new Chapter 9104 is 
adopted to read as follows: 

CHAPTER 9104. ADMINISTRATIVE 
COMMITTEE 

Sec. 9104.010. intent and purpose. 

The administrative committee is constituted so as to expedite 
and relieve the architectural commission, planning commission 
and the city council of certain administrative functions within the 
limits established by the council. 

Sec. 9104.020. Created. 

There is hereby created and established an administrative 
committee in and for the city. 

Sec. 9104.030. Powers and duties. 

The administrative committee shall have the responsibilities of 
review and decisions for the following administrative determina 
tions: 

.010 Site plan review. Review of site plans as to area coverage, 

conformance with required setbacks, proper traffic flow, ade 

quacy of parking spaces and similar technical matters. 

The administrative committee shall have the responsibility, as 

part of their site plan review, to consider the safety and 

functional aspects of proposed traffic circulation, ingress, egress 
and the off-street parking design of the site. 

.020 Determination of uses: Applications for approval of uses as 

listed herein subject to compliance with all provisions of UMC 

sec. 9104.080 and the foliowing: 

.021 Similarity of uses. Whenever the term “and such other uses 

as the committee...may deem to be similar to those listed...’ 
(sic) the committee shall make findings which shall state 
the reasons that, in their judgment, such other use is 
considered either similar or dissimilar to listed use(s) and 
would or would not be more objectionable to the health, 
satety and general welfare, than those uses listed as being 
permitted in the zone in which such other use is to be 
located. 

Said findings and written decision shali be sent to the 
applicant and forwarded to the commission and council. If 
the finding is that the proposed use is similar to those listed 
and said finding has not been appealed, then said use shall 
be considered as if it were included within the ‘uses 
permitted’ section of the zone under consideration. 

022 Change of occupancy. ‘Change of occupancy” of existing 
buildings within the “PUCC’’ Planned Unit Civic Center 
Zone. 

.023 Commercial uses in industrial zones. Those retail uses 
deemed. to be especially appropriate for a particular site in 
an “ML” Light Manufacturing Zone, in conformance with 
the provisions of the UMC sec. 9473.030. 

.030 Sign review. Ali signs not required to be reviewed by the 
architectural commission. 

040 Minor adjustments to site development standards. The 
committee may approve, or conditionally approve, under such 
conditions as said committee may deem as being reasonable and 
necessary to safeguard the public health, safety or general 
welfare, or deny applications for minor deviation from any of 
the site development standards of the various zones as listed in 
Article (X, ‘Planning and Zoning” of the Upland Municipal 
Code. 

Provided, however, that any such adjustment shall not result in 

@ deviation of more than ten (10) percent from the minimum or 

maximum requirement specified as the standard for the 

development feature for which such adjustment is requested. 

.050 Reconstruction of non-conformities. The reconstruction or 
remodeling of non-conforming buildings and/or structures may 
be permitted if, in the committee’s judgment, such reconstruc- 
tion or remodeling will bring such buildings and/or structures 
and subsequent use into greater conformity with the uses 
permitted in the zone. 

.060 Encroachments into required yards and/or setbacks by 
fences, walls or hedges - single family residential zones. The 
committee may approve, or conditionally approve, under such 
conditions as said committee may deem as being reasonable and 
necessary to safeguard the public health, safety or general 
welfare, or deny applications for encroachments into required 
yards by fences, walls or hedges on any single family residential 
zone, subject to the following: 

.061 The maximum height of any such fence, wall or hedge shall 
not exceed six (6) feet as measured from the highest 
finished grade; excepting in instances of differences in 
elevations between lots as provided in sec. 9430.105.0214. 

.062 The applicant shall obtain written agreement of ali affected 
adjoining property owners to the proposed encroachment. in 
the absence of such agreement, application for a variance 
shall be required for any encroachment exceeding the ten 
(10) percent limitation as provided in sec. 9104.030.040 
hereinbefore. 

-063 Such encroachment shall neither constitute the granting of a 
special privilege, adversely affect abutting or adjacent 
Properties, nor create a hazard to either pedestrian or 
vehicular traffic. 

.064 Such encroachment shall be consistent with, and comple- 
mentary to, the architectural quality of the environs, in 
which it is to be located and the general character of the 
community. 

.070 Extensions of time fer compliance with conditions for 
approval: 

071 Conditional use permits and/or variances. Subject to 
compliance with the provisions of UMC sec. 9403.080.010. 

.072 Tentative maps. Subject to compliance with the provisions 
of UMC sec. 9503.020.042. 

080 Special events. The committee may approve or conditionally 
approve, under such conditions as said committee may deem 
reasonable and necessary to safeguard the public health, safety 
or general welfare, or deny, applications for ‘special events’ as 
detined in UMC sec. 9402.200 subject to the following: 

.081 No such event shall be permitted in any residential zone 
excepting on church sites. 

-082 No structure or amusement device shal! exceed, the: height 
of the adjoining business:structure(s)-or thirty f 
er is the lesser height excepting as may be determin 
the committee to be non-detrimental to the other uses in the 
environs.

.083 No wild or ferocious animals shall be displayed excepting 


upon submittal and approval of evidence that adequate 
protective measures have been taken to ensure the public 
health and Safety. 


.084 All regulations imposed for safety, health and the general

-085 The physical layout of the area set apart for the conduct of 


the special event, including area used for installation or 
Storage of all equipment, shail be such that the parking area 
designed to serve the business is not reduced below the 
minimum required for such business by the provisions of the 
Upland Municipal Code. 


086 Not less than two (2) weeks before erection of any 


structures, including structures for amusement devices and 
rides, application must be made to the building department 
and all applicabie building and electrical regulations must 
be complied with. For all rides, certificates of safety must 
be furnished to the building department, and no rides, 
amusement devices or concessions shall be put into opera- 
tion until inspected and cleared by the building department. 


087 INSURANCE COVERAGE: Not less than two (2) weeks 


prior to the erection of any structure in connection with a 
special event, the operator or operators of said event shall 
furnish to the City Manager certificates naming the City of 
Upland as additional insured and showing that there is in 
full force and effect liability, property damage, fire, legal, 
completed operations and/or products and workman’s com- 
pensation insurance covering every activity in the proposed 
special event. Insurance shall be furnished in such amounts 
as will give to the City insurance coverage necessarily and 
reasonably commensurate with the activity being conducted 
and the quality and use of the structure to be constructed. 
The exact amount of each coverage shall be determined by 
the Administrative Committee or the City Manager at the 
time that application for said use is made, based upon the 
evidence submitted at that time.

(2) or more adjacent parcels, subject to the provisions of 
Part V ‘Subdivisions’, sec. 9503.070.020 of the Upiand 
Municipal Code. 


Sec. 9104.040. Composition. 


The administrative committee shall consist of five (5) city 


employees: The city manager, the city engineer, the chiet 
engineer, the chief building official, the fire chief, and the 
planning director or their designees. (Ord. No. 1255, Sec. 1). 

Sec. 9104.050. Secretary. 


The planning director or his designee shali serve as the official 


secretary to the administrative committee. 
Sec. 9104.080. Meeting and procedures. 
-010 Meeting schedule. The administrative committee shall meet 


at intervals, at least once each month, on regularly scheduled 
dates. Additional meetings shall be arranged in order to process 
applications within the time required by this code. 


-020 Rules and regulatiens. The administrative committee shall 


adopt rules and regulations for the conduct of its business. -A 
simple majority. of the voting members. shail constitute a 
quorum. Cases where there is no agreement shall constitute an 
automatic appeal to the planning commission, and the differ- 
ences shall be submitted as the findings of the administrative 
committee, except that failure to act within Sixty (60) days of 
the filing of the documents requested with the planning director 
constitutes no agreement, as defined above.

The number of backyard 
gardeners has been increasing 
steadily since the early 1970s. 
The percentage of households 
with backyard gardens peaked 
at 49 percent in 1975 — 
following two years of record 
increases in food prices. The 
percentage of households with 
gardens this year is expected 
to match or top that record. 


“All kinds of gardening .. 
are up significantly,” said 
Jack Robinson, president of 
Gardens for All. “People want 
to do more for themselves and 
make the best of their 
property. The ability to be 
creative and productive with 
what you have at home is a 
simple gift that is 
rediscovered whenever we 
experience tough times.” 


He added: ‘‘As the economy 
gets worse, the number of 
people gardening as well as 
the number of people who 
would benefit from the 
opportunity to garden goes © 
up.” 

Community gardening — 
designed for people who do not 
have access to land of their 
own — also is on the rise. 
Nancy Flinn, a spokeswoman 
for Gardens for All, said the 
group estimates that there are 
more than 1 million 
community gardens across the 
United States. 





“Food really is everyone’s 
business,” said Ms. Flinn. 


There are no hard Statistics 
to back up the estimates 
involved in community garden 
programs. But a recent spot 
check by the Vermont-based 
gardening group turned up 
36,000 community plots on 
1,200 acres in the East, 10,500 
plots on 417 acres in the South, 
26,350 plots on 1,350 acres in 
the Midwest and 33,290 plots 


~ on 443 acres in the West. 


The community gardens — 


‘in which individuals share the 


cost, the work and the rewards 
of raising their own food — 
are sponsored by a variety of 
organizations. 


In the East, the West and 
the Midwest, Ms. Flinn said, 
local governments are the 
single biggest sponsor of 
community gardens. In the 
South, the federal government 
is the ‘biggest sponsor. Other 
major sponsors include 


' schools and colleges, civic 


agencies and gardening clubs, 
non-profit institutions and 
corporations. 

Ms. Flinn said supporters of 


community garden programs 
are working to make sure the 
gardens last. All too often, she 
said, the garden is forced to 
give way to development 
projects. 

Gardens for All has 
developed an information kit 
with instructions on setting up 
a community garden. The kit 
includes advice on finding 
sponsors and land for your 
garden, raising money and 
enlisting participants. It costs

(AP) — If you're 
planning to buy a fire extinguisher, you should first 
familiarize yourself with the various types availa- 
ble, says an expert in the field. 

Gerald F. LaVelle, head of a firm which manu- 
factures fire safety equipment, says, ‘“Fortuntely for 
consumers, the National Fire Protection Association 
has made the selection process as simple as A-B-C, 
by adopting national standards for fire extinguishers 
according to the type and size of fire they will 
e or

NEW YORK (AP) — Children of farmers are 
often depicted as chomping at the bit to get away 
from the farm. But a recent survey conducted for 
Cotton Inc. indicates that today’s farmers consider 
themselves to be both personally and professionally 
content. 


The report, based on telephone interviews with 
461 cotton producers and 100 non-cotton farmers, 
reveals that 95 percent of farmers say, if given a 
free choice, they would still choose to be farmers. 
This compares with only 60 percent of the general 
public who, surveys show, would continue in the 
career they now have. 


Nearly nine out of 10 respondents expect their 
children to inherit their farms and the younger, 
more highly educated farmers are most likely to 
encourage their offspring to remain in the 
profession, the survey shows. 


Among cotton farmers, 54 percent want their 
children to continue in farming, while only about 17 
percent of the nation’s top business leaders wish 
their children to follow in their footsteps, according 
to a survey by a business publication. 


Still, agriculture is a hazardous occupation, the 
farmers agree. The threat of unpredictable weather 
and drought are always present, and 91 percent of 
those queried believe farmers face more risks than 
people in other work areas.

Electric covers 
can stay safe 
if treated right

WASHINGTON — Lowering the thermostat at 
night to save energy has led many Americans to 
seek out the cozy warmth of an electric blanket, and. 
used correctly these devices should be quite safe as 
well as comfortable. . 


New voluntary safety standards are being put 
into effect for the blankets to qualify for the 
Underwriter’s Laboratories listing. 


But to be sure you use them safely, the national 
council of Better Business Bureaus has some 
recommendations: 


—Don’t fold or bunch up the blanket when the 
power is on. 
—Don’t use the blanket when it is wet or damp. 


—Don’t place the power cord between the 
mattress and the bed springs, and don’t tuck the 
blanket under the mattress as you might a regular 
blanket. 


—Don’t let children or pets play on or with the 
blanket. 


—aAnd don’t use the blanket if you or a member 
of your family is insensitive to heat or is unable to 
oe the temperature or on-off controls of the 

anket. 


Folding or creasing a blanket or placing 
something on top of it while it is working can cause 
overheating.

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minority (44 percent) of the general public. 

Cotton farmers have a deep religious 
involvement, the study shows, with 67 percent 
saying they have had a “born again”’ experience, 
compared with 38 percent of other Americans; 68 
percent attend religious services frequently, vs. 44 
percent of the public at large. 

The report also refutes the commonly held belief 
that farmers are uneducated “‘hayseeds.” Four- 
fifths of those surveyed feel that to make it as a 
farmer today one needs a comprehensive, technical 
background. Almost half of the group have attended 
college, compared with 30 percent of the general 
public. 

‘Another misconception dispelled by the report is 
that farmers are set in their ways, that as a group 
they tend to resist change,” Pollock points out. 
“Farmers in general and cotton farmers in 
particular, have adjusted to technological advances 
far better than most people working in industry.” 

_ Whereas industrial productivity has declined 
dramatically in the United States, the survey 
indicates that cotton growers have increased their 
productivity 600 percent in the last 15 years.

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“Creative finance is route to home sales

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Sellers, ta'cse note: 

There are ways to sell homes and realize either 
full or almost full value of an inflated asking price, 
even in today’s housing market which is stifled by 
record high mortgage interest rates. 

But it takes ingenuity, or ‘‘creative financing” to 
meet individual needs and fit different 
circumstances. That, however, is what creative 
financing is all about. There are no fixed patterns. 
Problems vary. So do financing techniques. Funding 
solutions can be worked out in varied ways. 

Consider this interesting example and the 
fascinating steps and maneuvers that led to a final 
sales agreement. This is not a hypothetical case, but 
an actual transaction of a dwelling in escrow. 

The property is an old, small, frame-and-stucco 
house, probably built close to 50 years ago, with two 
bedrooms and a single bath in 860 square feet. The 
house was “clean,” but showing signs of its age and 
in need of some repairs. 

For years, this house was the home of a widow 
who recently died, leaving the property to a son, her 
only heir, who resided in another state. 

Naturally he wanted to sell, and so he put his 
house on the market for an asking price-of $90,000. 
This structure probably cost no more than $3,5000 
when erected those many years ago, and even six or 
seven years ago, according to a broker’s estimate, 
an asking price of $40,000 or $45,000 would have been 
a fep figure, if the owner was really expecting to 
sell. 

On this house, initial advertising brought no

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response, not a single offer. Then, as the listing was 
about to be renewed, an offer came from a 
prospective buyer who said he would pay $84,000 for 
the place, provided the owner would accept a $12,500 
down payment and “carry back” a first trust deed 
for the balance, $71,5000, with interest payments of 
only $625 a month for the first five years, when the 
trust deed would become due and payable. The 
interest rate in the offer was 10.5 percent. 

The Realtor, of course, was obligated to present 
the offer and did so with some misgivings, realizing 
that the offer was $6,000 below the asking price and 
the 10.5 percent interest rate was far below the 
going mortgage market rate. She actually expected 
a rejection. But she did some figuring, which she 
explained to the seller in presenting the offer: 

“You'll get $12,500 in cash, plus a total interest 
income of $37,536 over the five-year period, and still 
end up with a $71,500 equity, due and payable to you. 
Add these totals together and you will have received 
$121,536 at the end of five years.” 

That, of course, is $31,536 more than the original 
$90,000 asking price, a reward for waiting five years 
for full value recovery. The seller was undoubtedly 
impressed and impulsively, on the spot, tentatively 
accepted the offer. 

But the seller, mulling it over, had second 
thoughts and came back with a counterproposal. 
Yes, he would accept the $84,000 for the full price. 
But he wanted at least $15,000 as a cash down 
payment, and an interest rate on the first trust deed 
$69,000 balance of 12 percent. 

The prospective buyers was so informed. After 
short consideration, he came back with his own 
counteroffer. Yes, he would make the $15,000 cash 


plant. 
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down payment, but would not agree to 12 percent 
interest payments. He still insisted on 10.5 percent. 

This offer was then relayed to the seller. Again, 
after some consideration, the seller accepted the 4] 
buyer’s latest offer. That’s negotiation. a 

The final agreement worked out like this: The 
seller receives $15,000 in cash, interest payments at 
10.5 percent on the $69,000 balance which translates 
to $603.75 a month or $36,225 over the full five years. 

Add the cash down, the five-year interest total and 
the $69,000 equity, due and payable at the end of five 
years, and the total amounts to $120,225. 

That is still $30,225 more than the original $90,000 
asking price, the reward for waiting five years, but 
it is $1,311 fewer than the seller would have realized 
under the original proposal. 

Of course, there are variables to be considered. 

The seller has $2,500 more at the start than under 


the original offer, which he can invest or put out on 
interest. 


There is still another consideration. Suppose the 


- seller had accepted the $84,000 offer, but insisted on 


a cash-out deal rather than carrying back the first 

trust deed. The $84,000 in cash, invested in six-month 
T-certificates at 13 percent, which is around the 

current rate, the interest over five years would have 
amounted to $54,600. Add that to the $84,600 and the 
five-year return would have been $138,6000, or 

$48,600 more than the $90,000 asking price, or more 

than $18,000 more than the consummated deal. . 


But that’s playing loose with figures. It reminds 
me of the old saw that figures don’t lie, but liars 
figure. You can substantiate most any point by using 
the figures and statistics that support the point.

It is unexpected, to say the least, to arrive at a 
large furniture manufacturer’s executive offices and 
find oneself surrounded by a multimillion dollar, 
museum-quality collection of antique furniture and 
art objects. 

Yet, this is precisely one’s experience on visiting 
the offices of Ethan Allen Inc., in Danbury, Conn. 

Inquiries reveal the collection was assembled by 
Nathan Ancell, company co-founder. Ancell is com- 
pany chairman and a vice president and director of 


the corporate conglomerate which now owns the © 


firm. 

Although the daily demands on his time are 
considerable, Ancell has managed to find the time to 
amass what may be one of the most important 
American collections of antique furniture outside a 
‘museum. 

“‘My late wife and I used to attend two antique 
shows a week and we looked for pieces on all our 
trips, too,’’ Ancell said. 

“From the very beginning, starting in 1933, it 
was our aim to bring together a diversified collec- 
tion of home furnishings products from many 
cultures, which would express the way people lived 
and worked in the past.” 

Many periods are represented in the collection, 
which numbers several hundred items and is valued 
in the millions, though American pieces predomi- 
nate. ‘“‘The only requirement has been that they be 
the best of their kind,” said Ancell. 

The objects fill the main floor of the building and 
are also displayed in a second-floor exhibition area 
and board room, and in Ancell’s office. They 
overflow into hallways and unused rooms, as well. 
Surprisingly, objects as diverse as Pueblo Indian 
bowls coexist nicely with fine examples of the 18th- 
century cabinetmaker’s artistry. 


The collection and the Ethan Allen Co. have 
grown up together and Ancell says that building his 
collection has helped convince him that ‘the past 
200 years are without question the greatest period of 
home furnishings product design ever know. The 
reason is simple — it is our polyglot culture. We 
have been inspired by the best of all the great 
periods that went before — French, Oriental, 
Italian, English.” 


The company he helped found also takes a multi- 
cultural and multi-product approach to its sales of 
traditional furniture. 


“We are not selling furniture. We are selling 
home environment and the things that help to create 
the desired home environment,”’ he said. His enthu- 
siasm for American history has spilled into the 
firm’s business. Sales training materials, for exam- 
ple, include biographies of George Washington and 
Benjamin Franklin. 

The Ethan Allen furniture line does not, however, 
contain any copies of the antiques. “You can’t copy 
antiques. It’s too expensive; nobody could afford to 
buy them. But you might get a proportion or an idea 
for a carving,” he said. 


Besides its use as inspiration and its obvious 
investment value, the collection has provided Ancell 
with a fund of stories. One he likes to tell is about 
the time he bought the wrong thing — for $14,000. 


He’d gone to an auction with his wife to bid on a 
fine highboy chest. “I thought it was just about 
perfect and I really wanted it,” he says. He was 
following the catalog so closely that he wasn’t 
totally aware of the action on the floor. Turning to 
the highboy page, he began to bid, concentrating 
furiously. 


Impatiently he brushed off his wife’s tugs at his 
jacket and it was only after his bid of $14,000 was 
accepted that she was able to attract his attention. 

“They weren’t auctioning the highboy,’ she said, 
just as the curtains closed’on the unknown piece I 
had just purchased. I never did see what it was until 
it was delivered five days later,” Ancell said, 
leading a visitor to a fine example of an 18th-century 
lowboy. ;

New Jersey’s sprawling 
shopping malls. 

But it is not uncommon 
for Mrs. Henry, 32, to 
pass up Bloomingdale’s 
and Saks Fifth Avenue on 
shopping cay and head 
instead for the stark 
warehouse district in her 
hometown of Secaucus. 

Mrs. Henry, like grow- 
ing numbers of the upper- 
middle to upper class, 
shops at factory outlets, 
and her reasoning is sim- 
ple: You don’t pay 20 
cents for a plastic hanger 
if you can buy the same 
hanger for 8 cents — or 
$94 for two, queen size, 
Queen Anne lace sheets 
when you can get them 
for $60. 

“Everybody is trying to 
make her house look 
nice,’’ she says. ‘“‘Why not 
do it for less?” 

Factory outlets — those 
stripped-down stores that 
sell damaged or overruns 
of name-brand goods for 
discounts of 10 percent to 
75 percent — have existed 
for years, primarily near 
major manufacturing 
centers. But outlets have 
banded together, polished 
their image and are en- 
joying a new respectabili- 
ty. 
Clusters of outlets, sell- 
ing everything from first- 
quality Yves St. Laurent 
dress shirts to Dansk 
glassware, are springing 
up across the country, 
from Utica, N.Y., to Ma- 
con, Ga., to El Paso, Tex- 
as. The approximately 50 
existing outlet malls, 
many with carpeted, 
well-designed stores, are 
concentrated in the East 
and South, but outlet cen- 
ters are spreading to the 
Midwest and West. 

Retailers and industry 
watchers attribute the 
weak economy and con- 
sumers’ desire for bar- 
gains for the explosive 
growth of factory outlets 
over the past 10 years. 
Estimates are that off- 
price retailing currently 
accounts for up to $6 bil- 
lion of the $100 billion 
apparel and shoe market 
and that sales could dou- 
ble within five years. 

“By far the biggest 
force is the changing con- 
sumer,” says C. William 
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Shoppers at Flemington’s Georges Briard factory outlet 
look over some of the discount dinnerware offered there. 
Flemington, int he heart of New Jersey’s farmland, is 


lumbus, Ohio-based con- 
sulting firm C.W. Ress & 
Associates. ‘‘We have a 
new consumer conscious- 
ness. We have a high and 
growing proportion of 
working women. 

‘“‘We have increased 
taste levels and quality 
demands by consumers 
because we’re dealing 
now with a majority of 
people who, for the first 
time, were not dramati- 
cally influenced by the 
Great Depression.”’ 

And, Ress said at a con- 
ference on off-price re- 
tailing hosted by Smith 
Barney, Harris Upham & 
Co. Inc., consumers are 
disappointed with service 
they receive in depart- 
ment stores and have de- 
cided, ‘‘why pay the high 
margin when I’m not get- 
ting anything for it any- 
way?” 

Harriet Block, president 
of the Secaucus Outlet 
Center Association, says 
Calvin Klein and Helena 
Rubenstein were among 
the first manufacturers to 
open outlets near their 
distribution centers in Se- 
caucus about four years 
ago — not far from the 
luxury condominium tow- 
ers being erected along 
the Hudson River. 

Now, she says, there are 
26 outlets in the center, 
which is known primarily 
for offering designer-la- 
bel clothing, much of it 
first-quality, 
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Jordache clothing, and 
other shops in the area 
sell Sasson, Russell Tay- 
lor and John Henry cloth- 
ing for men and women. 
“The prices are fantas- 
tic,”’ said Laurie Medici, 
a designer from Nanuet, 
N.Y., during a recent 
Shopping trip at Secau- 
cus. ‘‘My car is loaded.”’ 
As one example of the 
discounts offered in Se- 
caucus, a Jordache ladies 
suit that retails at $144 
was selling recently for 
$100. In a store specializ- 
ing in linens and the like, 
Fieldcrest towels that re- 
tail for $21 were selling 
for $12.99. 

A store such as Ms. 
Block’s is considered a 
direct factory outlet, one 
that a manufacturer owns 
and operates. Some other 
outlets are run by ‘“‘job- 
bers,’”’ who buy overruns 
and defective merchan- 
dise cheaply from a vari- 
ety of manufacturers. 
Some other outlets, such 
as the one run by Fle- 
mington Cut Glass Co. in 
picturesque Flemington, 
N.J., are private busi- 
nesses that offer discount 
prices on some of the 
merchandise they make 
for other companies. 
Outlets are nothing new 
to Flemington, which is

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Geraniums can 
have versatility 


The gerarium can play a starring role in 
California gardens. It will bloom its way cheerfully 
through patio parties — geraniums and succulents 
planted together make excellent outdoor 
centerpieces — showing its festive bloom from tubs 
and containers of all sorts at entry ways, on 
terraces or balconies and even featured in masses in 
borders or raised beds. 

The geranium is as versatile as it is attractive. 
The stunning effects can be obtained by using more 
than one of the salmon, coral or scarlet varieties 
and combining them with the grays of dusty miller 
(Senecio cineraria), Artemisia or germander 
(teucrium). Or, try adding some plae mystery to the 
night garden. by using the white or pastel-colored 
varieties of geraniums, 

Another attention getter is the trailing ivy 
geranium that you en let spill from hanging 
baskets or out of-tubs. 

All geraniums appreciate some shade in the 
hotter areas of the state and regular light feedings. 
They need moderate watering, more often in 
containers, and regular removal of faded flowers to 
keep them in tip-top shape. But if for any reason 
they are neglected, they will hold their own and 
start growing actively once the temporary crisis is 
over. 

Geraniums like a well-draining soil, disliking a 
heavily moist soil. Check with your local member of 
the California Association of Nurserymen for the 
proper soil mixture for these color-bearers and 
while you’re at the nursery, why not add some new 
varieties to your collection if you already have some 
growing in your garden. Remember, the more 
geraniums, the merrier! Now’s your-change to stock 
up.

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Small-place furniture popular

Q. I have a small town house, just large enough 
for one person, which is dull and uninteresting. 

I like to entertain small numbers of friends. I 
also watch television, need a desk for reading and 
writing. I have no dining room and a tiny kitchen so 
I eat in the living room. 

I plan to buy some new furniture. What type of ~- 
one furniture would you suggest I get? — 


A. Many furniture manufacturers are supplying 
dual-purpose furniture today because there are so 
many of us living in small quarters. 


Consider a game table with extension leaf instead 
of a dining table. Partially or fully upholstered 
game chairs can be especially comfortable for 
dining as well as relaxing. Two game chairs can be 
teamed with the table and two used as occasional 
chairs elsewhere in the room. 


Take advantage of walls and shelf units. Get 
everything you can up off the floor to conserve 
space. Small televisions on bookcases or wall 
shelves free the room for other pieces. 


Some companies have designed entire wall units 
that give you shelves, storage and a flip-down or 
flip-out table. 


Experiment with pulling furniture out from the 
walls. Sometimes this provides an alternate 
arrangement. 


If a game table is too bulky, consider a small 
library table that can be extended to serve dinner 
for four. When not used for dining, the library table 
serves well as a desk. The only drawback of the 
library table is the lack of storage for writing 
materials. 


Sleeper sofas are great for providing extra 
sleeping for an overnight guest or two. But don’t feel 
that you must have a sofa. Sometimes a pair of 
luxurious lounge chairs can be more pleasing in a 





small space. Or consider small sofas — available in 
nearly any dimension. 

Add to your storage by selecting small chests 
instead of end tables. Or select a large wicker 
basket with cover for an end table. 

Use floor lamps instead of table lamps to keep 
tables to a minimum. 


Q. I want to invest in some upholstered pieces for 
my apartment living room. I plan to have greens 
and yellows and a plant or two. 

To push one wall out visually, I thought I would 
paint it a lighter yellow than the others. Don’t light 
colors tend to recede? 

What ideas would you suggest to create this kind 
of room? — R.B.

- A. Yes, light colors do tend to recede. However, 
if you really want to extend the eye, consider a 
photo mural of a green field with daisies. Create a 
lattice effect with lath painted white or light yellow 
or finished with a natural stain. This would give a 
great deal of depth — more than you would have 
from the lighter tone on the wall.

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Water gardens 
easier to set up 


It may have come from those 
delightful animated films of 
water nymphs dancing on lily- 
pads and cherubs nestled in lilies 
afloat on a pond deep in some 
fantastical, magical forest ... 
somewhere. 

Or, it may have come from 
visits to exotic, tropical realms 
where nature has presented us 
with her idea of perfection: a 
divinely serene and. delicately 
profuse water garden, hidden 
away where only those blessed by 
the gods get a peek. 

But wherever we got the notion 
that water gardens, ie. graceful 
lilies, colorful fishes, ornamental 
grasses, wispy mysterious ferns, 
and more only exist where nature 
has triumphed or where the 
expert botanist has labored for 
years to recreate a paradise 
through some great scientific 
experiment ... we have been 
wrong! 

Many know that water gardens 
are indeed not only easily 
constructed and cared for, but 
also are easily made works of 
art.

These tiny wonders have come 
to be known by many:as TUB 
GARDENS ... and although their 
name hardly gives a proper 
picture of their beauty, it does fit. 
For a tub garden is just that, a 
bath tub, a wash tub, a witch’s 
caldron, an old water trough, a 
wine barrel (if properly lined), 
almost anything that can hold . 


the tub to fill it about one-fourth 
full ... and sand loam is perfect 
for this step. Add the needed 
amount of aquatic plant fertilizer 
for the volume of soil.

tub. Bog plants and grasses are 
planted to the outer edges. Now 
continue filling with water to the 
top. One thing to remember ... 
have your tub in a sunny spot! 
Even night bloomers need sun in 
the day time. Attaining the 
proper balance in your tub 
garden is your first priority and 
it is a simple task if you basically 
let nature take its course. When 
plants grow they do so through 
the process of photosynthesis, 
during this process they take in 
carbon dioxide in the water and 
give off oxygen. Fish in their life 
process take in oxygen and give 
off carbon dioxide ... a perfect 
Jack Spratt symbiosis. What we 
as humans need to do here is stay 
out of it as much as possible ... 
and we must relize that our tub 
garden (or any water garden) 
should not be crystal clear like a 
swimming pool. Small amounts 
of floating and clinging algae are 
necessary as food for fish,

Putty goes into window channels before glass

Q. — I always seem to have trouble putting on 
the putty when I have to replace a broken window 
pane. I have no broken pane to replace right now, so 
I thought this might be a good time to learn how to 
handle the installation of the putty. Do you put the 
putty around the edges of the new pane or do you 
put it into the channels? 


A. — Place the putty into the channels first. To. 


do it, first take a chunk of the putty or glazing 
compound and roll it between the palms of your 
hands so that it resembles a pencil. Place the putty 
into one channel sash, then another, and so on. When 
all the putty is in the sash, carefully install the pane 
of glass. Now take the glazier’s points and push 
them into. the sash, When that has been done, go 

ough the same procedure with more putty and 
c S of the pané.

will have to try to eliminate the noise in the same 
way you would even-if you weren’t putting down 
carpeting. Drive nails into the squeaky spot, hope- 
fully where the flooring strips across the beams, 
after first making pilot holes. Drive the nails in 
pairs, separated by a couple of inches and at an 
angle so that the points almost touch inside the 
wood. If you don’t make pilot holes first, the nails 
are likely to bend in the hardwood. 


Q. — I saw your answer recently to someone who 
asked about lacquer over varnish, and you said that 
lacquer would tend to lift the varnished surface. Is 
the same thing true the other way round? Will 
varnish put on over lacquer soften the lacquer?

Parts normally 
thrown out may 
be educational

The fruits and vegetables you bring home from 
the shopping center can provide fun and knowledge 
for youngsters — and adults. What you normally 
might toss in the garbage pail can produce an 
attractive house plant. 

Some of the things you can use are pineapple 
tops, onions, carrots, beets, sweet potatoes, garlic or 
seeds from a grapefruit, orange or lemon. 

The pineapple top will give you an almost instant 

plant. Buy a pineapple with a fresh, stiff, green top 
because yellow or wilted tops are more difficult to 
root. Twist the top out of the pineapple, clean off 
some of the loose pulp, then remove some of the 
small leaves at the base of the shoot. Take off just 
enough to expose the lower portion of the stem and 
some of the swollen spots that will develop into 
roots. 
Next you have two choices. Either place the top 
in a glass of water, keeping the plant base 
constantly submerged. Or you may plant it directly 
in a pot of well-drained soil in a sunny window, 
keeping the soil moist. The plant will live for a long 
time, once rooted and properly cared for. 

Sweet potatoes grow fast in a planter hanging 
near a window. Poke toothpicks halfway up the 
potato side and suspend it half submerged, jn a 
container of water. Small “eyes’* will tell you which 
end is the top. Soon attractive green vines will 
appear. 

Carrots will make a temporary, fern-like splant. 
Cut off the top of a carrot, stand it in water, pebbles 
or soil only deep enough so that the top is not quite 
covered. You can do the same with beets. Both need 
bright light. Por a hanging plant, hollow out the 
thick end of a carrot. Make three holes for strings, 
fill with water — and a fern should grow from the 
bottem. ’ 


Start onion bulbs or garlic cloves by sticking 
them in the top of a jar of water or planting them in 
pots of soil. The tops will grow rapidly and you can 
‘trim them for useinsaladss§ = si 

Citrus fruit seeds are abundantly available. Put 
some in a pot of soil kept moist. In addition to 
lemon, grapefruit and orange, another possibility is 
the kumquat. The plants. will grow for years and 
may become fairly large but they generally won't 
fruit under normal home conditions. —

Clubs to observe 
50th anniversary

The Men’s Garden Clubs of America observe 
their 50th birthday this year, and they haven’t 
changed their goals much — or opened their doors 


to women. 


There are more than 9,000 members in some 250 
affiliated clubs from coast to coast. Executive 
director, Glenn G. Vincent of Des Moines, Iowa, 


says: 


“It is a male member organization. However, 
some of the affiliated clubs do associate and 
participate in activities with local women’s 
organizations. This is the exception rather than the 


rule.” 


But as long ago as 1962, one local, at Lancaster, 


Pa., admitted women. The national secretary then 
insisted that as far as headquarters was concerned, 
“we wouldn’t know women are members of the 


club.”’ 


“Our views on present day gardening are no 
doubt the same if not intensified as from the 
organization’s inception,” Vincent says. ‘These men 
are mature, somewhat affluent, dedicated gardeners 
with more than average experience and abilities. 
They adapt to changes in trends, follow them, and 
are inventive enough to create madifications on 
tried and tested procedures. 


“The aim or goal of the organization,” he added, 
“és to share this art of gardening with everyone who 
will listen ... share the experiences of the members 
through seminars, workshops, plant sales and 
beautification projects. Our national goals are 
conservation of native trees and vines and 
wildflowers and working with the disadvantaged, 


youth and elderly.” 


The national organization was started in 1932 
with a nucleus of four clubs. One of the four was 
started in 1928 with 16 men by Leo W. Nack, a 
Chicago engineer who had a garden on a 45-foot by 


125-foot lot.

The client receives a vi- 
deocassette recording 
compatible with an 
owned or contemplated 
video player after Ms. 
Van edits it. Cost for the 
service ranges from $750. 
“Generally I keep a 
master tape on file, but if 
it is preferred, I will give 
them the master tape. 
The tapes are never 
shown to anyone without 
written permission fror 
the client,”’ said Ms. Van. 
While personal tapes are 
the aspect of her business 
that she expects will 
grow most rapidly, Ms. 
Van says they are far 
from the only uses for 
videocassette players. 

“I was approached by 
an attorney who wanted 
to tape a trial for his 
records.” A number of 
companies across the 
country already offer a 
‘living will’ service which 
involves five minutes of 
taping time and costs 
about $350, she added.

Evergreen fruit 








trees are among 
the better things 


Among the better things in life 
which any gardener can grow are the 
evergreen fruits. There are many 
areas in California that are ideally 
suited to growing oranges, lemons, 
avocados, guavas and many other 
succulent morsels that grow on trees. 

The evergreen fruits are of the 
simplest culture, far less demanding 
than the more widely grown 
deciduous fruits such as peaches, 
pears or apricots. All you have to do 
is get them off to a good start and 
they will seldom, if ever, be a drag 
on your time in years to come. 

Your first priority should be to 
check with your local nurseryman for 


the availability of evergreen fruits to ~ 


plant for your local area. Some of the 
colder regions of the state have to 
forego the pleasure of having 
evergreen fruit trees simply because 
of the frost factor. 






Among the evergreen fruit trees, 
partiality should be given to the 
orange. Many of our great orange 
orchards have given way to the 
housing tract in recent years but 
homeowners should, again, discover 
just how decorative an orange tree is 
in the landscape. It is not always 
planted just for its fruit. 

Other citrus that are worth . 
planting are mandarin oranges, 
lemons and limes and if your area is 
truly a warm season one, try 
grapefruit. 

Ranking right behind the orange in 
importance is the avocado. .The 
popularity of the avocado has risen in 
the last few years as its use has 
diversified with modern cooking. 
Local members of the California 
Association of Nurserymen have a 
good selection of avocados — again if 
they’re suitable for planting.

Hauptmann was convict- 
ed of kidnapping the 
Lindbergh baby. 
Flemington ‘Cut Glass 
has been selling its prod- 
ucts to the consumer 
since 1908, and the now- 
defunct Stang! Pottery 
Co. began even earlier. 
The well-known Fleming- 
ton Fur Co. began selling 
to the public in 1946. 

But it wasn’t until Dansk

opened an outlet in 1974 
that outlets by the dozens 
began moving into Fle- 
mington’s turn-of-the-cen- 
tury houses and 
abandoned chicken auc- 
tion houses. Beside 
Dansk, outlets have been 
opened by Corning De- 
signs, Paul Revere and 
Georges Briard — the 
ice-bucket maker. 
Quality-conscious con- 
sumers hard-pressed by 
inflation have provided a 
willing market for the 
factory outlet. But why 
should ee a 
that sell their goods a 
full-price through ae 
ment stores bother with 
factory-outlet discount- 
ing? 

‘‘Almost every quality 
manufacturer as well as 
non-quality §manufactur- 
ers have depressed 
goods,” says Barry Gins- 
burg, vice president at 
Dansk International. 
“You've got to get rid of 
your mistakes. You can 
sell to people who sell 
closeouts, but then you 
can’t control distribution. 
“Or you can sell through 
your own discount stores. 
More and more (manu- 
facturers) are opening 
their own (outlets) to con- 
trol their distribution.” 
So, manufacturers are 
opening outlets to get rid 
of overruns, discontinued 
items and damaged mer- 
chandise’ and to control 
where those goods show 
up. Manufacturers are 
sensitive to avoiding a 
situation in which dis- 
count merchandise is 
being sold nearby a de- 
partment store selling the 
same items for full price. 
And manufacturers are 
using outlets to reduce 
inventories that build up 
as retailers cut back on 
orders during recession- 
ary periods. 

But, despite manufactur- 
ers “caution, some full- 
price retailers look with 
disfavor upon the outlets, 
and outlets claim the re- 
tailers at times go so far 
as to pressure manufac- 
turers not to sell them 
certain labels. 

In one battle still pend- 
ing before the courts, 
Burlington Coat Factory 
Warehouse, based not far 
from veering on ‘in Bur- 





lington Coat alleges Inter- 
co refused to ship London 
Fog and Devon clothing 
to certain tire ah 
stores. 


A spokeswoman for 
Bloomingdale’s in New 
York says only, “I don’t 
think we view factory 
outlets as a threat.” Paul 
Leblang, senior vice pres- 
ident of Saks, says, ‘“The 
factory is certainly free 
to go into an outlet.” He 
declines to comment fur- 
ther. 


But Nathaniel Mendel- 
son, president of Youth 
Fashion Guild, a New 
York clothes-buying of- 
fice, was quoted recently 
as saying: ‘It’s a very, 
very dangerous trend 
from the independent 
store’s. point. of view. It 
puts us in a position 
where we can’t com- 
pete.” 


But whatever full-price 
retailers may feel, outlet 
centers are expanding — 
at times into the dozens 
of giant stores that have 
been abandoned during 
the past few years by 
Korvettes, Two Guys, 
Food Fair, J.W. Mays 
and the like. 

Harold Siegelaub, presi- 
dent of a New York con- 
sulting firm to financial 
institutions that have 
foreclosed on real estate, 
considers outlets just in- 
terim tenants in the aban- 
doned stores. He says 
large department stores 
that prefer long-term 
leases likely will move 
back into the stores when 
the economy improves. 


But Marshall Winston, 
whose investor group is 
leasing space to outlets in 
a mall in Westchester 
County, N.Y., just north 
of New York City, be- 
lieves outlets will be a 
force in retailing for at 
least the next 10 or 20 
years or more.

Consumers with a complaint about the way a 
moving company has handled their possessions may 
find it easier to get satisfaction, thanks to a new 
program announced by the American Arbitration 
Association. 

The Dispute Settlement Program is designed to 
offer dissatisfied customers an alternative to court 
action. It is being implemented jointly by the 
arbitration group and the American Movers 
Conference, a national trade association. 

The program is voluntary; members of the 
movers’ group do not have to join. The arbitration 
association said, however, that 30 companies, 
including some of the largest in the country, already 
have signed up. 

The program is similar to other arbitration 
efforts. A customer with a loss or damage claim 
against a moving company can ask the American 
Arbitration Association to appoint an impartial 
arbitrator te hear the case. As long as the customer 
and the company have agreed to submit the dispute 
to arbitration, the decision of the arbitrator is 
binding and legally enforceable. 

Since Feb. 1, participating companies have been 
' distributing brochures to customers describing the 
Dispute Settlement Program. In order to be eligible 
for arbitration, a customer must have received an 
explanatory prochure before his or her move. To 
- request an arbitrator, write to: American Movers

Most cases will be handled under a procedure 
known as “‘desk arbitration.’”’ The arbitrator will 
make his or her decision based on documents 
submitted by both sides. There is no cost to the 
customer; the moving company pays the arbitration 
association.

Transportation Act of 1980. The act provides that 
moving companies which do not have complaint- 
settlement programs approved by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission will be liable for the legal 
fees of successful plaintiffs. 

The 1980 legislation also paved the way for a wide 
variety of steps to deregulate the moving industry 
and increase competition. Changes in ICC 
regulations which went into effect last June as a 
result of the goods transportation act give movers 
greater freedom to set rates and offer special 
promotional discounts. 

The new rules make it more important than ever 
to shop around for a moving company, comparing 
costs and guarantees. 

Companies may, for example, provide binding 
estimates of what it will cost to move your 
possessions. The companies are allowed to charge 
for these estimates, but several firms offer them for 
free. 

If a carrier gives you a non-binding estimate and 
the actual weight of the shipment results in a fee 
that is higher than the estimate, the mover can 
demand only the amount of the estimate, plus 10 
percent, on delivery day. You have 30 days to AY 
THE BALANCE — twice as long as under the old 
rules. 

Movers must pick up and deliver shipments 
within agreed-on time limits and must notify you of 
any delay. Some movers will guarantee pick-up and 
delivery dates, and offer to pay customers for 
shipments which are delayed. Others will reimburse 
you for expenses you face as a result of a delayed 
shipment. 

Movers are not liable for the full value of lost or 
damaged goods unless you buy extra protection. 
Several companies have started offering something 
called ‘‘full-value protection,’ guaranteeing that 
they will pay for the cost of replacing an item 
instead of simply giving you an amount based on the 
depreciated value.

Louvers should stay open year around 


By ANDY LANG

Q. — Our house has louvers at both ends of the 
attic. They keep the air circulating in the hot 
weather and prevent a heat buildup. The attic is not 
finished and is used only for storage. There is 
insulation in the attic floor so that heat doesn’t 
escape from the regular living quarters. What I 
want to know is whether we can keep the louvers 
closed during the winter. It seems to me they let in 
a lot of cold air. Am I right? 


A. — No. The air that the opened louvers lets in 
is necessary to prevent condensation forming under 
the roof. Louvers should be kept open during all 
seasons of the year. 


Q. — Is it true some woods can be glued more 
easily than others? This question came up recently 
during a discussion about gluing maple. One person 
said maple is not easy to attach with adhesive. 


A. — Yes, some woods can be glued more easily 
than others. As for maple, it depends on the kind of 
maple. What is known as soft maple can be glued 
fairly well. Hard maple is more difficult to hold 
together with an adhesive, but even that can be . 
handled successfully if sufficient care is taken. 


Q. — I have to do some wall work with concrete 
block. I would like to make my own mortar mix. 
What are the correct proportions? 


A. — One part of cement to three parts of fine 
sand is good. Add just enough water to make the 
mixture workable. While lime is sometimes added, 
it isn’t necessary for ordinary jobs, such as a wall. 
Lay the corner blocks first, then fill in the rest of the 
wall. Be sure you use a guiding chalk line for proper 
alignment.

Try vegetables 
in containers 


Are you a farmer at heart but live in an 
apartmént, town house or mobile home, with only a 
patio, roof-top or other limited space for gardening? 
“You can enjoy growing and picking some home- 
grown vegetables from a ‘mini farm’ in containers,” 
says Ted Torrey, vegetable research manager for 
the W. Atlee Burpee Co. and enthusiastic home 
gardener. 

“Container gardening also solves other 
problems,”’ continues Torrey. ‘‘If you have a full- 
sized yard but ground too poor for immediate 
successful gardening, you can grow a few 
vegetables in boxes or pots for a year or two, until 
you’ve had a chance to improve the soil. 

‘Container gardening also helps solve the 
problem of heavy shade from trees and buildings. 
Nearly all vegetables must have sunshine at least 
six hours each day. Some area around your home 
probably gets this much light. You can make the 
most of it with some pots of tomatoes, bush 
cucumbers and a few other vegetables in these 
places. If the containers are moveable, you can even 
shift them once or twice a day to follow the 
sunlight.” 

Choose varieties of vegetables that have a 
compact type of growth and thrive in limited space. 
Bush forms of cucumbers, squash and watermelons 
and small tomato plants have been developed in the 
last few years and are ideal for “‘mini farms.”’ Bush 
Champion and Spacemaster cucumbers are 
excellent to grow in containers. Both produce lots of 
big tasty, crisp cukes to slice for salads and the 
relish tray. 

Two patio tomatoes bred especially for container 
gardening are Burpee’s Pixie Hybrid and, new this 
year, Basket King Hybrid. Both thrive in pots at 
least eight inches across and deep. Basket King also 
grows well in a nine inch hanging baskets and looks 
pretty as a picture with its fruit-laden branches 
cascading over the sides. Both Pixie and Basket 
King bear bright red tomatoes early and they’re 
good sized — 1%4 inches across, thin-skinned, 
delicious and juicy with “‘big tomato’’ flavor.

Rose planting... 
in five easy steps 


The proper planting of roses requires neither great 
gardening skill nor experience. Simply use a little common 
sense in your choice of location, follow the five steps outlined, 
and you will have given your roses as good a start in life as 
could be desired. The procedures outlined below were 
developed by All-America Rose Selections, the national rose- 
testing organization. They suggst that, in addition to proper 
planting techniques as described here, the following are 
essentials to successful rose growing: Healthy plants of good 
varieties, well prepared beds having good drainage, a 
minimum of at least a half a day of sunshine in the area in 
which the roses are planted, and plant as early as possible. 



























1. Prepare and fertilze bed. 
Dig hole 15-to-18-inches 
wide and as deep. Add 
quart of peat moss mixed 
with Y2 cup of fertilizer. 
Mix well with soil. Form a 
mound in center and posi- 
tion rose on mound. 

















2. See that roots are 
spread out naturally and 
that bud union (swelling at 
base of stems) is level with 
ground. Scatter several 
inches of loose soil over 
roots and firm well with 
foot.

Members of the 
California Association of 
Nurserymen caution not to 
fertilize at the time of planting! 
Fertilizer next to the bare roots 
may result in burning tender 
roots. The first application of 
fertilizer should be made after 
the tree has sent out two or three 
inches of growth: Hold the tree or 
plant upright when filling in the 
planting hole. Firm the soil 
around the tree to further remove 
air pockets. When the hole is half 
filled, run water into the hole to 
further settle the soil. 






3. Fill remainder of hole 
with water and allow to 
drain. See that the bud 
union remains at ground 
level. 



















4. Fill remainder of hole 
with soil and tamp. The 
plant now is ready for the 
mount of soil which will 
protect it against freezing. 
and thawing during cold, 
cold weather.

Hand saws make cutting chores easier

When we think of a hand 

saw, we usually think of 
the ordinary crosscut or 
rip saw. 

There are many other 
hand saws that make spe- 
cial cutting chores a lot 
easier when a power tool 
is not required or not 
feasible. 

For cutting metal, the 
hacksaw is your No. 1 
ally. The most common 
type is that in which the 
blade is attached inside a 
rigid frame. The blade 
can be tightened or loos- 
ened to the desired taut- 
ness, usually by means of 
a wing nut. 

In cutting with a hack- 
saw, one hand is held on 
the handle, the other on 
the front part of the 
frame. Since the cutting 
is done 6n the forward 
stroke, pressure is exert- 
ed when moving the saw 
that way, with no pres- 
sure on the backward 
stroke. The foward pres- 
sure is light for light ma- 
terials, heavy for heavy 
materials. 

A coping saw, which 
roughly resembles a 
hacksaw, also can be 
used for cutting metal, 
but. it must be thin metal. 
Its chief use is for cutting 


curves in wood and plas- ~ 


tic. Like the hacksaw, its 
frame takes blades of 
various sizes. The teeth 
of the saw may point 
either away from or -to- 
ward the handle. If they 
point away, the cutting 
takes place on the push 
stroke; if toward the han- 
dle, the cutting occurs on 
the pull stroke. 

The compass saw and 
the keyhole saw look 
somewhat alike, with the 
latter having a smaller 
and narrower blade. It 
was originally used prin- 
cipally for cutting holes 
in doors for locks, but 
now is used for various 
kinds of cutting holes and 
curves in close quarters. 
The compass saw is used 
for very much the same 
kind of work, but usually 
of a more sturdy nature. 
It is especially useful in 
cutting holes and curves 
necessary for the installa- 
tion of plumbing fixtures. 
A flooring saw at first 
glance might appear to 


be a regular crosscut . 


saw, but there are actual- 
ly several differences, the 
most important being 
that it has teeth running 
up and around its re- 
verse-curve toe. It can. be 
used to make a starting 
hole in a floor. After this 
has been done, the saw is 
taken from the opening 
and turned over so that 
the regular teeth can be 


usedito omplete the. cut-. . 
ting. 


Similar to the coping 
saw is the jeweler’s saw. 
Almost any kind of mate- 
rial can be cut with it 
merely by changing 
blades to suit the type of 
work. 

Whenever it is necessary 
to cut tenons, rabbets and 


dadoes — not done as 
much these days as in the 
past — a dovetail or cabi- 
net saw is the choice. It is 
something like a back- 


saw, which has a stiff- 


ened rib along the back of 
its thin blade and is use- 
ful for making precision 


cuts. The backsaw is es- 
pecially good for making 
square or angular cuts 
with the aid of a home- 
made miter box. 

A must for a gardener 
or anyone who has to 
shape small shrubs or cut 
back flowers is a pruning

saw. Light-duty jobs re- 
quire one-hand pruners. 
However, even the long- 
handled. lopping shears 
can be used only on fairly 
thin wood. While you can 
use ordinary crosscut 
saws on branches and the

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Quiet man

LOS ANGELES — Millions of commuters on the 
Pasadena Freeway have passed the sign “‘Lummis 
Home, Next Exit’’ — and kept on driving. 

But those few who pull off the highway find, a 
few yards away, a large stone house, held together 
with hand-hewn timbers and supported by telephone 
poles, in a garden of southwestern plants and 
flowers that once was the nucleus of a Los Angeles 
cultural colony. 

The man who built the house with his hands, 
Charles F. Lummis, is not well known. His highest 
public office was Los Angeles city librarian. 

Yet he was President Theodore Roosevelt’s 
adviser and speechwriter, a friend of famous 
painters, writers, actors and politicians at the turn 
of the century. 

He is credited by the Southern California 
Historical Society with saving four missions from 
decay, and fighting for Indian rights; he was the 
first city editor of the Los Angeles Times, and the 
author of a series of books on the cultural heritage 
of the Southwest, bringing him a knighthood from 
the King of Spain. 

‘‘He was a Renaissance man,”’ says Dudley 
Gordon, who has spent the last 40 years researching 
and. writing about Lummis’ adventures and 
accomplishments. 

The sounds of the freeway disappear on a Sunday 
afternoon as Gordon stands in the garden where 
Indian women once formed Spanish tiles by pressing 
them over their thighs, telling how Lummis walked 
across the country from Cincinnati, Ohio, sending 
stories to the fledgling Los Angeles Times with the 
hope there would be a job waiting for him when he 
arrived. 

There was. Publisher Harrison Gray Otis drove 
out in a horse-drawn buggy and met Lummis at the 
San Gabriel Mission. Together, they walked the last 
nine miles back to Los Angeles. 

Gordon tells how Lummis went to the Pueblo of 
Isleta in New Mexico to recover from paralysis at 
the age of 28, and angered the Los Penitentes 
Indians, who protect with force of arms their secret 
crucifixion ceremony each Easter. Lummis sneaked 
onto a bluff overlooking the Penitentes’ valley and 
snapped rare photographs of the ceremony that are 
on display in his home, now a museum. 
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But one night, ‘‘as Lummis stood in the doorway 
of the adobe where he was staying, with the light 
from within outlining him, a shot rang out and he 
crumpled to the ground,” says Gordon. ‘He had a 
bullet through his cheek. The Indians took him to the 
white schoolteacher, who sent to Los Angeles for his 
wife, who was the first woman doctor in the city. 


“Together the two women nursed Lummis back 
to health, and became such good friends that wife 
No. 1 stepped aside so that wife No. 2 might be able 
to do what she hadn’t been able to do in 10 years of 
marriage, bear children to Lummis,’’ says Gordon. 


Called, ‘‘El Alisal,”’ which is the Spanish word for 
“The Sycamore,” the Lummis home isa 
combination of Indian, Spanish and New England 
architecture, says Gordon. There are hanging 
shelves and cubbyholes built into the wall, practical 
designs Lummis saw during his stay with the 
Indians in New Mexico. 


Lummis, whom Gordon says was blessed with the 
need for only three or four hours of sleep a day, 
worked at his newspaper job, then spent his after- 
hours putting together the two-story house on the 
west bank of the Arroyo Seco stream bed. 


“‘He got the telephone poles free from the Santa 
Fe Railroad Company,” Gordon says. 


‘‘He was the originator of the idea, ‘See America 
First,”’ says Gordon. ‘‘Every time one of his books 
would come out, ridership on the railroad would 
increase. He had a free railroad pass. And he got all 
the (telegraph) poles he wanted. 


“When he died in 1928, Lummis was laid out 
under an Indian blanket on a plank over two 
esawhérses”” says’ Gordon: “But you should have 
seen the list of those at his funeral.’

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How to properly maintain a lawnmower

Want your lawn mower 
to cut better? Want to 
keep it virtually free of 
repairs? Want it to last 
twice as long as it other- 
wise might? 

Of course you do. Then 
you have to keep it main- 
tained properly with a 
little effort and a little 
knowledge. A_ simple 
thing like keeping the air 
filter clean can prevent 
poor engine performance 
and flooding. Take the air 
cleaner apart and remove 
accumulated dirt and 
grease. Wash the foam 
element in kerosene or a 
liquid detergent to re- 
move stubborn dirt. Dry 
the foam by wrapping 
and squeezing it in a dry 
rag. Soak the element in 
30-weight engine oil, 
using your hand to 
squeeze the oil-soaked 
element in order to dis- 
tribute and remove ex- 
cess oil. 

From Bill Borachok, 
service manager for Ja- 
cobsen lawn cutting 
equipment, comes the 
suggestion that you can 
prevent future trouble by 
removing packed grass 
from the bottom of the 
cutter deck. This will 
avoid clogging. He says 
an advantage of the more 
expensive cast-iron cut- 
ting deck is the fact that 
it will have less packed 
grass because there are 
generally fewer areas 
where the grass can col- 
lect. 

The mower’s cutter bar 
should be examined be- 
fore each use. Place the 
machine on its right side 
and make sure the cutter 
bar follows a straight 
line. It should be replaced 
if bent or cracked. Dam- 
age, even from a micros- 
copic crack, could 
allowing a piece the 
bar to break off and be 
thrown out from under 
the mower, possibly caus- 
ing serious injury. 
Engineers recommend 
you check the oil level 
every five hours of opera- 
tion and that you change 
the oil every 25 hours. 
Always change the oil 
when the engine is warm, 
and check your owner’s 
manual to determine the 
appropriate type of oil for 
your mower. 

Check the carburetor. 
Minor adjustments may 
be required to compen- 
sate for differences in 
fuel, temperature, alti- 
tude and engine toad. All 
adjustments should be 
made with the air cleaner 
in place and the fuel tank 
half full. 

Start the engine and run 
it long enough so it can 
attain operating tempera-

The proper height for a coffee table depends both 
on looks and what seems comfortable. There are no 
definite rules. Formal traditional sofas that tend to 
sit high usually look well with a higher table, and 
squashy sofas that sit low look well with lower 
tables. 


Most contemporary coffee tables are about 15 
inches high, while traditional coffee tables are often 
about 16 inches from the floor. However, Roger 
Rogers, merchandising vice president for Peters- 
Revington Furniture, a table producer, notes that 
table height can vary up to about 18 inches. 
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According to Rogers, consumers are showing a 
preference for coffee tables which provide flexibility 
in terms of extra storage or serving space or both. 


This means drop leaves and pull-out shelves are 
popular features as are butler-tray tables with sides 
that fold down. Double-decker tables with a second 
shelf for magazines, and tables with drawers or lift- 
off tops that open to reveal bar storage also are 
available. 


A trend is to offer a greater variety of sizes — 
often smaller sizes in keeping with today’s smaller 
spaces — but with expandability, said Rogers. 


One option consumers often don’t consider but 
should, in his opinion, is the tea table. There are a 
variety of tea tables on the market, particularly in 
18th-century reproduction styles. Tea tables are 
higher than coffee tables, often up to 24 inches. One 
attractive version has two pull-out shelves, one at 
either end, said Rogers. 


If you haven’t been shopping lately, you may 
wonder about cost. ‘“‘From $100 to $1,000 is the 
range,” said Rogers. However, typical prices might 
be in the range of $200 to $400. 


There is no rule that says you must buy 
something called a coffee table to go in front of a 
sofa, however. Necessity and ingenuity have 
resulted in many attractive substitutes. 


Designer Neas, for example, likes using a large 
flat tray in the middle of a long sofa. “‘If the tray is 
large enough and flat, it won’t tip over. I have a red 
lacquer tray in the middle of my own 9-foot-long 
brown velvet sofa,”’ he said. He has also placed two 
small tables at either end of the sofa. 


‘An idea I used in a client’s fishing lodge was to 
place two sections of a tree that was felled on the 
property in front of the sofa,” he said. Each section 
is about 18 inches high by 24 inches in diameter. 
Nothing was done to the logs. They were simply cut 
and brought in. 


Other possibilities include fragments of old 
buildings such as columns and capitals, recycled 
store signs laid flat and set on legs, and old and new

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Remove interior 
moisture to rid 
home of mildew

Q. I have plastered walls in my 30-year- 
old Cape Cod home. The outer walls in my 
bedroom have developed mildew. I wash it 
of, but it keeps reappearing. Now the whole 
house has developed a musty odor. 

Could you suggest something that I can 
do to correct this? — Mrs. W.T.A., Keonie, 
N.J. 


A. The microscopic mold spores that 
form mildew are in the air everywhere, and 
you can never completely eliminate them. 
But they flourish and grow most noticeably 
in areas of the house that are damp, dark, 
warm or poorly ventilated, such as cellars, 
bathrooms and closets, and in sections of the 
country where the climate is especially 
humid. As molds grow, they leave a musty 
odor and a greenish-black, soil-like 
discoloration. 

If left unchecked, the mold can eat away 
into materials and cause very noticeable and 
even permanent damange. Since you cannot 
eliminate mold spores in the air, you must 
prevent the conditions necessary for their 
growth. 

The basic reason for the trouble, as noted 
above, is simply too much moisture inside 
the house. You have to get rid of it one way 
or another. Use an exhaust fan in one or 
more areas where the moisture is produced, 
such as the kitchen and the bathroom, or 
perhaps the laundry room. Sometimes just 
opening a window a couple of inches when 
cooking is being done or directly after a 
shower will help. Or you can get window 
ventilators or.even small vents that are 
installed in the side of a house. 

In short, your job is to see that the moist 
air is permitted to escape. If it has a way to 
get out, it will not condense on cool wall or 
window surfaces. An alternative is to use a 
dehumidifier, which will trap moist air. 

By the way, many heating furnaces are 
equipped with humidifiers to prevent air 
becoming too dry. If there is one on your 
furnace, be sure it is inoperative. 


Q. I hope you can offer a solution to 
cleaning off candle wax from our brick 
hearth. We blew out the candles and the hot 
wax splashed onto the hearth, leaving a 
stain. It has been scraped up, but the stain 
remains. — Mrs. James E. 


A. If any candle wax remains, be sure 
that you scrape off every bit of it. Then 
make a poultice of powdered whiting and 
naphtha. Cover the surface and allow it to 
dry, then brush off. 

If a stain remains, scrub the hearth with 
a solution of trisodium phosphate and warm 
water, using aobut one cup of TSP to a 
gallon of water. 


Q. I have to replace a pane in a metal 
casement window. I understand this r 
a special kind of putty. Where do I get it? — 
M.B.J. 


A. The “putty” for metal windows is 
known as glazing compound, not the putty 
used for wooden windows. It is available at 
stores selling metal windows, glass dealers 


_and some hardware stores.

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Mixing different §

Not long ago, Blair Catterton visited a home he 
had decorated 27 years ago. And there at the 
windows were the draperies that had been installed 
so-long ago — looking just like new. 

The designer, whose home furnishings career 
began before World War II, says those curtains 
dated his client. 

‘Nowadays, people don’t want anything to last 
that long,” he said. On balance, he is not sorry to 
see the changes which have occurred in the way 
people furnish their homes. ‘‘It used to be such a 
serious business. Today, people buy more for fun, 


and novelty is more important than endurance. They 


buy to please the eye.” 

Catterton, who began as a designer in the early 
1940s in Indianapolis, remembers when it was 
standard practice for the fanciest families to 
patronize the best department store in town for 


furnishings. In those days, it was not uncommon for 


a large Midwestern department store to have as 
many as 50 decorators on its staff. 


By the early 1960s, he had relocated to New York, 


joining several large stores where he did interior 
design and helped pioneer the concept of store 
model rooms. But he is best known in the home 
furnishings industry for his work as an antiques 
importer, and at present runs Blair House, an 
importer of furniture and antiques. 

Through the years, he has had an armchair view 
of changes in attitude about the home. Catterton 
finds that while interest in home decoration is at an 
all-time high and the practice of consulting interior 
designers has become commonplace, some things 
have not changed much. 

“People with lots of money to spend still tend to 
buy antiques and traditional-style furnishings. Even 
young people buy antiques, just as their parents 
did,”’ he said. 

Life holds few surprises for a man who has seen 


many decorating fads. He remembers the year when 


everyone had to have a French barometer. Then it 
was skirted tables, matched pairs of lamps, 


washbowls and pitchers, and sofa tables that had to 


be exactly the same height as the arm of the sofa, 
he recalled. 

Today’s habit of integrating old things with new 
in a warm and cozy interior is very much to his 


taste, and the designer offered some tips for mixing 


furnishings from various periods. 


“There are no rules for mixing styles, except for 


the rules of scale and compatibility of styles,’’ he 
said. “‘I always tell people not to throw everything 
out and start over.” 

Instead, he urges refurbishing a room by 
changing the colors, adding new fabric, selecting 
new wall coverings and window coverings or 
changing the floor coverings. 


Period chairs can go around a modern table and 
an old buffet can enliven a dining room or living 


room whose other furnishings are modern. The basic 


sofa that has been in place for years takes on new 
life when a more contemporary fabric is selected 
and it is reupholstered. 

A change of texture also can do wonders for a 
room, he said, adding that today’s wide range of 
fabrics, wall coverings and floor coverings ~ 


represents a real stride forward in home decoration. 
Today’s variety is much greater than in the past and 


it has greatly reduced the need for custom services 
that used to be offered routinely. 
Carpeting, for example, comes in so many color 


choices that custom dyeing is no longer particularly 


important, in his opinion. 
Catterton, for one, is glad we are coming out of 


the ‘‘bathed in beige” bland color schemes that once 


characterized quiet good taste. He is all for livelier 


and more vivid colors in the home. 


As for very advanced modern furnishing and 


room designs, he simply averts his eyes and waits 
for the fad to pass.

From various sources come these bits of infor- 
mation of interest to the homer owner: 


If you installed a solar hot-water heating system 
now, you would not have to wait until you filed your 
1982 income tax return in 1983 to start claiming tax 
credits, according to John Kay, president of Energy 
vo East of Durham, N. C. Kay sends along this 
note: 


“‘Due to a change in IRS regulations, all you have 
to do is go to your employer and file an amended W- 
4 form to start receiving reimbursement immediate- 
ly. The new form specifically states that an employ- 
ee can claim an increased number of allowances 
and can reduce his withholding tax if the tax owed is 
itself reduced by a claim for the residential energy 
credit on the purchase of a solar hot-water heating 
system. The effect of this change is that a taxpayer 
will immediately have more tax-free income at his 
disposal.” 


A conversation at a gathering recently made it 
clear many people have an exaggeragted idea of the 
rate of mortgage loan delinquencies during a 
recession. When I asked for guesses on the percent- 
age rate of such delinquencies, the replies ranged 
between 8 and 25 percent. The truth is, based on 
figures of the nation’s savings and loan associations, 
that the rate in any one month is usually below 1 
percent. Only twice since 1976 has it gone above that 
figure and both times it got no higher than 1.06 
percent. Mortgage loans are considered delinquent 
after 60 days. People tend to make their mortgage 
payments even when they can’t handle other loan 


payments. 


More than 38 percent of the exhibitors at the 
National Home Center, Home Improvement Con- 
gress and Exposition in Chicago March 14-17 will 
introduced new products. One exhibitor was to offer 
discounts determined by the roll of the dice. Another 
was to have a “savings” wheel that will enable 
people to compute how much money they presuma- 
bly will save by installing transparent window film 
in their homes. 


While it is still difficult for most persons to 
purchase conventional houses, it is getting a bit 
easier to buy mobile homes. New Federal Housing 
Administration loan limits have just been put into 
effect by the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. The FHA now will insure single- 
section mobile homes up to $22,500 instead of $22,000 
and double-section homes up. to $35,000 instead of 
$30,000. Also, the repayment period has been extend- 
ed from 15 years to 20 years. 


New insurable loan limits also have been estab- 
lished for the combination mobile home and lot 
program administered by HUD. The new ceiling for 
a single-section unit and lot has been increased to 
$35,000 from $27,500, while for a double-section unit 
and lot it has gone up to $47,500 from $36,000. The 
insurable loan limit for a lot has gone to $12,500 
from $9,315. 


HUD Secretary Samuel Pierce Jr. says the 
changes will, in effect, lower the required down 
payment on mobile homes by reducing the dollar 
gap between the amount the FHA will insure and 
what it actually cost to buy a home.

The greenhouse ‘‘establishes a cohe- 
sive working area in the Horticulture 
Unit,” according to MSAC Ornamental 
Horticulture instructor Charles Hewitt. 

Student projects will be housed in the 
40 foot by 80 structure. 


Students will grow plants to be sold 
at the annual May plant sale. As part 
of their marketing experience in the 
program, the students work within a 
budget and strive to make a profit on 


_ the plants while considering both the 


cost of the plants and the potential for 


_ loss. 
A tissue culture laboratory will be 


constructed in a 900 square foot work- 
ing area of the greenhouse. Students 
will also be studying hybridization and 
cloning of plants in the glasshouse. The 
laboratory will enable students to 
study “‘up-to-date methods of propaga- 
tion,’’ Hewitt says. 


The new glasshouse joins three other 
greenhouses to provide 12,000 square 
feet of indoor planting and working 
areas to serve the needs of 150 students 
each semester. 


One of the other greenhouses, donat- 
ed to the College last year, is a 
hydroponic gardening unit. In it stu- 
dents grow vegetable seedlings in an

entirely liquid medium, water bol- 
stered by nutrients. After a plant 
begins growing it is transferred to a 
standard soil environment for matura- 
tion. 


A Stuppy plastic greenhouse, com- 
pletely built by students, comprises a 
100 foot by 20 foot area for growing 
annuals and ground covers. 


Another greenhouse in the horticul- 
ture unit contains landscape field stock 
for growing from liners to five gallon 
containers, which gives students the _ 
opportunity to participate in the step- 
by-step growing process. 


Also grown in the greenhouses at 
MSAC are house and tropical plants. 
An area for propagating cuttings, a 
working intermitant chamber, is also 
housed in the indoor growing struc- 
tures. 


Out of doors in the horticulture area, 
floral crops are grown on a half-acre of 
truf nursery. Among the flowers grown 
are poinsettias and Easter lillies. 


Among the new projects at the Orna- 
mental Horticulture Unit is the intro- 
duction of Arboriculture, the study of: 
the care and management of large 
trees. Beginning next semester, stu- 
dents will be able to participate in 
“developing a urban tree forest nur- 
sery,’’ according to Hewitt. 


Future plans include the develop- 
ment of an area for growing Christmas

Just when you may have thought your home 
furnishings wardrobe complete, along comes 
somebody with a new plan. 

The Du Pont Co., a fiber producer, wants to 
convince Americans that they should trade their old 
pillows in not once every six years as statistics 
indicate is now the case, but once every three years. 

“The average consumer is actually willing to buy 
a new pillow every two years. But she is so afraid of 
making a mistake that she waits at least two more 
years before committing herself. And then she buys 
the new pillow on sale,” says Ed Dannenbaum. a 
S marketing representative for the company. 

Other things company executives found out as a 
result of a series of interviews and studies of _ 
consumer buying behavior are that ‘‘scrunchability” 
- and “huggability’’ are the two most important 
factors in immediate positive buying decisions. 

Watch enough people in a pillow department and 
you'll find that most of them squeeze the pillows in 
order to decide which one to take home, says 
Dannenbaum. 

Almost as common as the habit of putting off new 
1 pillow purchases is the American penchant for 
recycling old pillows. People don’t throw away their 
“ pillows, even though they go flat and lose their air 
cells by compression through use. ‘Instead, they 
& give the old pillow to the kids, or put it in the 
- guestroom,”’ he adds. 

If you refuse to accept the blame for the pillow 
industry’s problems, you won’t get any arguments 
from Du Pont. 

“IT blame the manufacturers and the retailers 
because they don’t tell the consumer why she should 
buy a pillow and they don’t explain the features of 
better pillows,” says Dannenbaum. Unless the 
companies provide the necessary information, the 
American consumer will continue to buy every six 
years the cheapest pillow that has “‘scrunchability”’ 
that she can find. 

Atter identifying the problem, it was natural that 


Du Pont should also come up with what it hopes is a 
solution to the pillow problem. The firm has just 
introduced a new synthetic ‘“‘Quallofil’’ pillow 
construction which it says duplicates expensive 
down (excellent ‘‘scrunchability”’) at a moderate 
price. 

The firm has engaged medical writer Dianne 
Hales to represent the new product in personal 
appearances around the country. Ms. Hales, author 
of ‘“The Complete Book of Sleep,” said recently that 
sleep is a central aspect of health. The way a person 
sleeps reveals his or her gender, age and physical 
and mental health, she added. 

Despite sleep’s central role in life, sleep 
scientists cannot explain precisely why we sleep, she 
said. However, for whatever reason, sleep is 
essential to well being. Furthermore, those who 
sleep longer — seven to nine hours a night — tend to 
be in better health than those who get by one less 
sleep.

The rich slept in jewel-and gold- 
encrusted beds. The poor slept on plain low tables. 

Louis XIV owned 400 beds. Benjamin Franklin 
had four separate beds and sometimes slept in all 
four in a night, going from one to another as they 
got sweaty and hot. 

For a good night’s sleep, 20th-century style, Ms. 
Hales offered several suggestions. Make sure you 
feel safe and secure, checking that all doors and 
windows are locked if necessary. Have the room 
cool, quiet and dark.

29 percent of men, however, dressing comfortably 
means undressing. They sleep in the nude. 

Relax your muscles with a few breathing and 
stretching exercises, if you are tense. Rituals such 
as a warm drink or a brief period with a book are 
conducive to sleep, provided you do the same things 
every night. With sleep, habits are important. The 
habitual behavior provides a cue that it’s time to 
turn out the light and settle down.

Gardens suffer 
even in rainfall

During the last year or 
so I’ve noticed that sever- 
al of the horticultural bul- 
letins and magazines that 
I receive have tended to. 
zero in on one topic in 
particular — gardening 
where the water supply is 


* limited: 


For some parts of the 
country, this is always a 
pertinent subject. But in 
other areas — the Pacifie 
Northwest to pinpoint just 
one — which have had 
abnormally wet growing 
seasons the last couple of 
years, they might be for- 
given if they consider the 
subject of gardening un- 
der drought conditions 
somewhat irrelevant. 


But when. you give some 
thought to it, such an’ 
attitude could be a little ° 


out of whack. For. one 
thing, most of us, if we 
will admit it, waste wa- 
ter. We let the water run 
while we brush our teeth 
and we run huge high 
baths when half the water 
would get us just as 
clean. 

And many of our gar- 
den-watering techniques 
are wasteful. Overhead 
sprinklers use 22 percent 
mere water than do soak- 
er hoses, for instance. 
The usual single-row 
planting of vegetables is 
wasteful of water, since it 


allows for maximum |; 


evaporation in the wide 
spaces between the rows. 

While gardeners living 
in some areas of the 
country are blessed with 
a good supply of rainfall 
for most of the year, dur- 
ing many growing sea- 
sons there is a period of 
drought, in which knowl- 
edge of water-conserving 
techniques. can be very 
useful. 

Then too, many keen 
gardeners live in. the 
country on wells and of 
necessity need to become 
conscious of the most effi- 
cient. methods of using 
water.. Even those of us 
on. seemingly limitless 
supplies of water at the 
touch of a.tap must be- 
come more conscious of 
what a precidus sub- 
stance water is, how 
scarce in many parts of a 
thirsty world and how 


carefully it must be hus- , 


banded by us. 

Something backyard 
gardeners can do during 
most of the year is to add 
some form of organic 
matter to the soil. Any 
kind will dov- compost, ©

peat, hay, manure, lawn 
clippings, leaves. 

Organic matter binds a 
light soil together to help 
it trap and hold moisture, 
while it separates clumps 
of heavy clay soils to 
allow better air and wa- 
ter penetration. So what- 
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ever kind of soil you 


have, beefing up its or- 
ganic matter content will 
reduce the amounts of 
water necessary to keep 
the plants going during 
the growing season. 


Don’t. throw out any 
waste that can possibly 
be used in the garden. to 
add to its humus content. 
In this way we can work: 
at least to some degree: 
toward the ecological ide- 
al of disposal of waste on 
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the site where it is creat- 
ed. Even in harsh winter 
areas, kitchen vegetable 
waste can be cug into the 
garden throughout the 
winter if trenches are 
taken out before a freeze 


to receive vegetable gar-. 


bage during cold weath- 
er. 


This season, plan to fer- 
tilize vegetable. and. flow- 
er beds early, so that 
plants. will respond early 


in the season by forming

strong root systems that 
can reach down deep for 
water 

As the soil warms in. the 
spring, lay down a: natu- 
ral mulch of straw, hay, 
lawn clippings or even 
newspaper to shade, insu- 
late the soil and reduce 
moisture loss through 
evaporation. At the end of 
the gardening season, 
such natural mulches, 
turned into the soil, im- 
prove “its fertility, tilth 
and moisture retention. 
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Plan this year to make 
more extensive use of 
wide row planting, in 
which seed is either 
planted in close rows, or 
broadcast, in blocks any- 
where from 12 to 36 
inches wide. In such 
blocks, plants are kept 
rather closely spaced to 
create a sort of micro- 
climate, a living mulch 
that forms a cool, moist 
environment to efficiently 
resist the drying effects 
of sun and wind. 
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
